HAT WHEREAS, by the 17th Reſolution of 
the Committee of the whole Houſe (who were to 
conſider of Ways and Means for Raiſing the Supply 


Granted to Her Majeſty) it is Reſolv'd, That a far- 


ther Duty of 6 s. for every Hundred Weight, be laid upon all 
Paſt-Boards, &c. made in Great. Britain. 


The Paſt-Board-Makers Humbly beg leave to Repreſent. 


HAT the Courſer ſort of Paper, whereof the Courſer 
fort of Paſt-Boards are made, may be Bought for about 
per Ream, and two of the ſaid Reams Weighing an 
fun red Weight, for which 6s. Duty muſt be 1 (when 
made up into Paſt-Boards) The ſaid Duty will be thereby Cent. 
per Cent. ad Valorem, beſides a Duty of 15 J. per Cent. more, 
on the Paper, of which thoſe Paſt-Boards are made, amount- 
ing in the whole to 115 J. per Cent. ad Valorem. 

HAT the ſaid Duty on all other Paſt-Boards made of the 


Finer ſort of Paper, wi he 20 J. per Cent. ad Valorem, be- 
ſides about 501. Nn. more, for the Cuſtoms (already 


Setled) with Elfe terther intended Duties on the ſeveral ſorts 
of Paper (on ewEtancther) Imported; ( Whereof ſuch Finer 
ſorts of PaſtBoards'are made) amounting in the whole (for 

_ the {ail Finer ſorts of Paſt- Boards) to 701. per Cent. ad

IHA the ſaid: Extraordinary high Duties will be, not 

only the utter Raik and Deſtruction of this whole Trade, but 

will alſo tend to Unſpeakable loſs and detriment of the Wool. 
len Manufacture, which cannot poſlibly be Supplied with Paſt. 
Boards, uſed in the Preſſing and Packing of that Manufacture. 
And that theſe very high Duties will alſo hinder the Con- 
ſumption of at leaſt Two Hundred Thouſand Reams of Pa- 
per Yearly, and thereby Her Majeſty's intended Duty on Pa- 

per, will be very much leſſen . T
